Demonetized. 

This word is very glibly used by 
free-siver orators, yet how many of 
them or of their victims know 
meaning. The Dictionary gives 
us three definitions or explanations: 
'•To divest of standard monetary 
value; to withdraw from 
money; to deprive of the character 
of money." 

The free-coinage advocates say 
that silver was "demonetized" in 
873. 

Now let us examine the facts 
bearing upon that statement. That 
as not "divested t 
' value" goes without 
ing for the government not only 
maintains the standard monetary 
value of the standard silver dollar 
existence in 1873, but of all that 
have been coined since. 

That it was "not deprived of the 
laracter of money' 1 is shown by 
the fact that the government is 
obliged to sell bonds to keep up 
: maximum gold reserve required

'demonetize" does.not apply to any 
condition in which the act of Feb- 
ruary 12, 1873 placed the silver 
dollar according to the definitions

The only presumption which the 
facts warrant is, that the act of 
1873, dropping the mintage of the 
silver dollar, (passed when silver 
bullion was worth more than gold 
bullion) was discovered to have de- 
prived the silver producers of an 
opportunity to obtain more than 
the market value for their output. 
The law as it stood, in January, 1873, 
fixed the coinage of silver on its 
commercial basis as ascertained in 
834, and which during the inter- 
val had varied but little. What 
they term "demonetizing," was the 
deprivation of the privilege of hav- 
ing their depreciated bullion coined 
at the former commercial value 
which has become legally fictic- 
ious, and thus obtain through gov- 
ernment aid an unfair profit on 
product. The wisdom of the com- 
mittee having charge of the revi- 
sion of the coinage and the co-op 
eration of Congress unconsciously 
prevented this great wrong by pass- 
ing the act of 1873. The unwise 
compromises of 1878 and 1890 only 
how the impossibility of 
e market vaJue of a com- 
y legislation.
